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transport, was parked in the northern section of Brandis airfield. There 
was no flying. The cloud base was low,, visibility was poor, and there were 
intermittent showers. The barracks buildings of the field seemed to be only 
lightly occupied. A sentry wearing blue epaulets was posted at the entrance 
gate to the barracks installation. Five trucks were observed in the north- 
eastern section of the landing field. 

The western section of the field was enlarged by a strip of about 130 meters, 
which was graded and rolled, but not sown with grass. A strip of seme Ifunired 
meters had been cleared of brushwood. The southern border of the new expansion 
Strip, which slightly sloped to the westywas about 8 meters from the Polenz- 
Brandis road. * 


The two radio installations in the southern section of the field were removed. 
No similar installations were observed. According to a local resident, all the 
Jet planes previously stationed at the field, slightly moret^nhO, had been
